Higher Valuations Make Farming 
Unprofitable, Say Owners 


Cook county farmers fear that the Assessor’s office is 
taxing them out of business. 
In a special interview this week with Paddock Publica­ 
tions, Henry L. Moehling, tax committee chairman of the 
Cook county Fanns Bureau, said fanning is coming to an 
end in Cook county, partly because of what he terms an 
“unfair assessment p o l i c y 
from the office of Assessor 
Frank Keenan. 
Moehling also charged that 
“one man dictates the assess­ 
ment, and this isn’t fair or 
democratic.” 
He demanded 
that 
the assessor “keep hands off” the 
appeal board w’hen farmers pro­ 
test assessments. 
• • • 
INFL.ATIONARY values caused 
by real estate speculators and sub­ 
dividers are pla.ving havoc with 
farmland, said Moehling. 
“Normally the assessment is 37 
per cent of the permit cost,” he ex­ 
plained. 
“But some farm build­ 
ings, 30 to 35 years old. are now 
assessed at 3 times their original 
cost.” 
Moehling’s chief objection is that 
farmland is not being assessed on 
the same basis as other property 
in the county. 


HE S.\ro one school principal in 
Wheeling township has boasted that 
he is working with the Assessor’s 
office to classify agriculture with 
industry for tax purposes. 
Farm income in the last 3 years 
has dropped 24 per cent, and last 
month went dow’n another 2 per 
cent. 
“We w’aht 
assessments 
equal­ 
ized.” said Moehling. 
“We want 
it classified as farmland and not 
as industry or prospective subdi­ 
visions. After all, it’s builders and 
not farmers who are making resale 
profits off some of the land.” 
The tax chairman also pointed 
out that sale of farms for subdivid­ 
ing is now at a “standstill” in this 
area because surrounding 
towms 
have refused to annex any more 
land until they are able to provide 
municipal services for the territor­ 
ies now within their boundaries.

county official that the Assessor 
has in some cases taken into con­ 
sideration at farm’s proximity to 
subdivided property, also the use 
to which the land is placed. In the 
Kitty Korner area, a nursery is 
assessed $350 an acre w’hile some 
of the farmland is assessed from 
$175 to $225. 
Subdivided property is being as­ 
sessed at $400 an acre, plus 
the

Farmland on main highways ad­ 
joining existing or proposed subdi­ 
visions is being assessed at about 
$225 an acre, said the official, and 
“the owners are not objecting to 
it.”

Prices of eggs are not so high 
as seemed probable earlier this 
year. In fact, they have recently 
been I to 4 cents lower than they 
were a year ago. But there is still 
a good chance for them to move 
up to 15 or 20 cents a dozen by 
October. During the coming winter 
and next spring, the average may 
be 5 to 8 cents above last year. 
Farm ers has 5 to IO per cent 
more hens (and pullets of laying 
age) in July than the year before. 
Pouitrymen have held their laying 
hens longer than usual this year 
to offset in part the sm aller num­ 
ber of chicks purchased for laying 
flocks replacem ents.

weather, 
however, 
has 
probably 
cut egg production and speeded up 
culling.

FARMERS BOUGHT about 
20 
per cent fewer chicks for flock 
replacem ent this year than last. 
Pullets from 
these 
chicks

furnish most of the eggs during 
the fall months. By September egg 
production m ay be around IO per 
cent lower than it was in 1954. 
Production is then expected to con­ 
tinue

Costs of feed for poultry are now

PRICES FOR BROILERS have 
recently been 2 to 4 cents above 
year-before figures.

Record numbers of broilers will 
he m arketed during August and 
September. Placem ents of chicks 
in broiler areas point to IO to 15 
per cent more broilers and fryers 
now than in August and Septem­ 
ber last year.

Shrink Corn 


Crop Over U.S. 


Heat records 
continued 
to 
be 
broken all over the country as 
temperatures went over 
90 
de­ 
gree day after day from Nebraska 
to New York. Ju ly was the hottest 
on record at Chicago and Syra­ 
cuse. Nebraska, the hottest area 
in the corn belt, reported tempera­ 
tures of over IOO degree for more 
than a week straight. These tem­ 
peratures, with orily widely scat­ 
tered showers, reduced the corn 
crop day by day, particularly in 
western areas. 
Nebraska, all of western Iowa, 
and southwestern Minnesota were 
areas 
suffered 
the most. 
Wide 
cracks in the soil, two inches wide 
and two feet deep opened up, in­ 
dicating a shrinkage due to lack 
of moisture and encouraging furth­ 
er loss by 
evaporation. 
Nearby 
areas in 
the 
Dakotas, 
eastern 
I o w a , northern 
Missouri, 
and 
northern Illinois were just starting 
to show some deterioration, but if 
rain came soon, corn could still 
be an above average crop. 
• * 
THE CORN CROP is being hurt 
badly in some sections, but others 
are looking forward to the best 
crop in 
years. 
DeKalb’s 
Seed 
Corn Crop Observers in the south­ 
ern two-thirds 
of 
Illinois, 
the 
southern half of Indiana, most of 
Ohio, Kentucky, and the south­ 
eastern states are quite optimistic. 
Olney, Illinois, the center of last 
year's drought, reported a four 
inch rain recently. DeKalb’s seed 
crop at Tuscola, in central Illinois, 
is reported to he the best on re­ 
cord, due to a heavy Ju ly rain­ 
fall. In these areas where drought 
last year ruined the corn to the 
point where 
thousands of acres 
were not even picked, farmers are 
looking toward the best crop in 
years.

THE CORN BORER threat In 
Iowa proved to be far less serious 
than indicated earlier. A survey by 
Iowa State Entomologist. Gunder­ 
son. showed first 
brood 
borers 
only one-fourth as numerous as in 
1954. 
However, 
there 
are 
still 
plenty to produce a heavy second 
brood. In Illinois, borers were be­ 
lieved to be more numerous in 
northern central Illinois, with a 
tapering off in northern counties 
and in the central .areas. 
Entomologists, Petty in 
Illinois 
and Gunderson in Iowa, advised 
spraying of late 
planted 
fields 
where infested. Dry weather al­ 
ways 
favors 
grasshoppers, 
and

The 20% salary increase for the 
legislators themselves, from $5,000 
to $6,000 a year, was vetoed by

were bills to increase the salary

salary increases for court report­ 
ers in circuit, superior and city 
courts, and for clerks of appellate 
courts.

Each year more deaths occur 


I from heart disease than from any 
other single cause. The educational 
committee of the 
Illinois 
state 
medical society states that know- 
l e d g e and care could reduce 
deaths from the many illnesses 
which stem from conditions af­ 
fecting the heart. 
Acting like a pump, the heart 
circulates the blood through the 
body. The heart itself is composed 


I of a mass of muscles forming four 
chambers which receive the blood 
brought to it from all parts of the 
body through the veins. This blood 
is first pumped 
to 
the 
lungs, 
where it receives fresh oxygen, 
and goes back to the heart,'from 
which it is again passed out to 
every • part of the body through 
the arteries. 
After it has distributed its oxy­ 
gen and other essential substances 
to the individual organs, it is col­ 
lected into 
tiny 
vessels 
called 
capillaries, which feed it into the 
veins and thus back to the heart. 
The essentials of the circulation 
pf the blood were discovered in 
1615 by William Harvey, an Eng­ 
lish physician.* » * 
IN THE HEART 
there 
is 
a 
series of chambers 
to 
let 
the 
blood in and out, 
a 
procedure 
systematically 
controlled 
by 
a 
series of valves. The four cham­ 
bers of the heart are the right 
and left ventricles and the right 
and left auricles. The veins pour 
the blood into the right side of the 
heart, from which the ventricle 
pumps it out to the lungs through 
th#* pulmonary artery. 
It returns oxygenated from the 
lungs to the left side of the heart, 
from 
which 
the 
left 
ventricle 
pumps it into the aorta or main 
artery, which distributes it through 
the arterial system throughout the 
body. There are thus four elements 
in heart action, the correct timing 
of which is controlled by a nerve 
“switchboard.” Any trouble with 
the nerve control or any of the 
four chambers or with the valves 
which keep the flow going in the 
proper direction can thus be a 
source of heart disease.

MOST 
important 
causes of heart disease are rheu­ 
matic fever, which may damage 
the valve system; high blood pres­ 
sure, which 
may 
overload 
the 
heart; sclerosis or hardening of 
the coronary arteries which supply 
blood to the heart muscle itself; 
syphilis, which especially affects 
the first part of the great artery, 
the aorta; subacute bacterial en­ 
docarditis, due to inflammation of 


the inner lining membrane and 
valves of the heart by a germ, 
streptococcus viridans, and con­ 
genital defects. 
meaning 
those 
existing at birth. Other conditions 
may damage the pericardium or 
outer covering of the heart. 
Thus certain diseases may cause 
damage, slight or great, to the 
heart. Among specific heart con­ 
ditions are angina pectoris, a pain 
in the chest which sometimes ex­ 
tends down the arm, and caused 
by interference with the blood sup­ 
ply to the heart muscle; coronary 
thrombosis or occlusion, caused by 
a clot of blood forming in a hard­ 
ened artery to block off the flow' 
of blood 
to the 
heart muscle; 
myocarditis, or 
inflammation of 
the muscular walls of the heart, 
and chronic valvular disease of 
the heart. Various conditions can 
be responsible for so-called heart 
murmurs, or irregular heart beat, 
interruption of the blood to and 
from the heart.

Some Family Workers 
Specifically Exempt 
From Social Security 
Are you paying social security 
taxes and 
reporting 
employees 
who are not covered under the 
law? Some employers, who are the 
sole owners of businesses, accord­ 
ing to Julius Berman, social se­ 
curity northwest district manager, 
learn after years of reporting that 
certain fam ily members are not 
covered by the social security law 
and no social security taxes should 
have been paid, for them. 
The social security act specifi­ 


cally excludes employment by a 
parent for a son or daughter. Mr. 
Berman added that employment of 
a parent by a partnership com­ 
posed entirely of sons or sons and 
4aughters also is not covered. The 
other fam ily exclusions under the 
law are employment of one spouse 
by the other spouse and the em­ 
ployment by a parent of a son or 
daughter under age 21. Sons or 
daughters 21 years of age or older 
who work for a parent in business 
are covered by the law. 
lf the business is a corporation, 
none of the “ fam ily exclusions” 
apply since the corporation, and 
not the fam ily member or mem­ 
bers, is the employer.

The lone change in the new law 
removes the tim e limitation pre­ 
viously required by 2 groups of 
w artim e or Korean veterans in ap­ 
plying for treatm ent: 
(I)

whose service-connected 
noncom- 
pensable dental conditions or dis­

resulted

Geraniums Can Last All 
Year, Require Little Care 


by JOHN H. BICKET 
Assistant Farm Adviser 
Geraniums, classed by botanists 
as Pelargoniums, are perhaps the 
most commonly, grown of all house 
plants and are very popular also as 
outdoor bedding plants. They will 
grow and produce flowers with a 
minimum of care, yet proper atten­ 
tion to their simple requirements is 
w'ell repaid by the increased qual­ 
ity, size, and number of their flow­ 
ers. 
Geranium in pots, in the window 
garden, or conservatory during the 
winter, prefer full light, relatively 
cool temperatures (55 degrees to 60 
degrees F. night, and 70 to 75 de­ 
grees F. midday), soil kept a little 
on the dry side most of the time, 
and good ventilation. They are at 
their best while young, during the 
first year from cuttings. Plants 
over a year old are not very sat­ 
isfactory for the Home Garden. 
Usually they are discarded after 
cuttings are taken for new plants. 


* 
* 
* 
FOR GERANIUMS to be grown 
in beds during summer, friable 
soil only moderately fertile is pre­ 
ferable to very rich soil. Thorough 
preparation by loosening and pul­ 
verizing is necessary. Strong fer­ 
tilizers and very rich soil are to be 
avoided, as a moderate 
rate of 
growth produces the best flowers. 
Too much w'ater and fertilizer dur­ 
ing the hot weather induces a lux­ 
urious growth of foliage but lowers 
the quality and number of flowers. 
Late summer to late fall is the 
period when most of the cuttings 
are started. During September and 
October is favorable if the plants 
are wanted for early spring flowers 
indoors and for bedding out. The 
best w-ood for cuttings comes from 
plants that have been rather dry 
for several weeks, with the growth 
firm and ripened rather than suc­ 
culent. 
• 
* 
* 
THE CUTTINGS may be started 
in several different wrays. Florists 
generally root them 
in beds of 
coarse sand. 
Another good meth­ 
od, especially for the home garden­ 
er, is to plant each cutting in a 
small pot in sandy soil. The cut­ 
tings are made 2 to 4 inches 
in 
length. 
Trim off one-half of the 
large leaves; as soon as the cut­ 
ting. are planted with 
the 
soil 
pressed firmly around their bases, 
they are wrell watered. 
During the ensuing 2 or 3 weeks 
while roots are in process of forma­ 
tion. the pots of cuttings are lightly 
shaded if the weather is warm. Af­ 
ter roots have started 
they

placed in full sunlight.

watered only enough to keep them 
fresh and prevent shiveling of the 
stems. For easy watering the pots 
may be kept in a water-tight pan 
and some water sprayed in the pan 
from time to time as needed. The 
pots of soil will absorb the moist­ 
ure without watering the surface.

IF PLANTS are wanted for win­ 
ter flowering it is advantageous to 
start the cuttings during August. 
Fertile garden loam without added 
fertilizer is suitable for potting soil. 
As the plants develop and become 
potbound they are shifted to suc­ 
cessively larger pots. When repot­ 
ting it is desirable to press the soil 
firmly around the roots as this 
precaution 
favors 
short 
stocky 
growth and the 
development 
of 
flower buds. When the plants are 
4 or 5 inches tall the tips are cut 
back a little to induce branching. 
The stronger of these tips can be 
utilized for short cuttings that de­ 
velop good small plants for spring 
bedding. 
Flowering usually begins 4 or 5 
months after the cuttings are start­ 
ed if, the plants are kept growing at 
a moderate rate. 
During winter 
they need water only when the soil 
is rather dry. Too much water ei­ 
ther in the pots or on the foliage 
may cause spotting of the leaves.

ed it into a cattle pasture and chicken ranch.

O OHING AT WELL K EPT GREENS and tees, and 
the grassy fairways one would never imagine the area 
was used for anything but golf. 
Dan Taggart persuaded Curtis 
company to sell him the course four years ago. Otto Schnering, 
head of the Curtis organization, and W illiam Hunter, farm man­ 
ager, gave Taggart excellent cooperation in making the switch 
from cattle and chickens to golf. 
Their help was appreciated 
and Taggart has named his club challenge trophies for Schner­ 
ing and p u n te r. 
Taggart came to Arlington from Naperville Country Club. 
Dan, Junior, graduated from Ela-Vernon high school where he 
played football and basketball and is associated with his dad 
in the golfing project.

room adjoining the locker area with entrances from both men’s 
and women’s sections. 
Arlington has the usual twi-light leagues with Do-All, Aetna 
Insurance, Northbrook ladies, and a ladies’ league and a men’s 
league made up of people of the immediate area.

Farm People 
Are Asking 


by JULIUS BERMAN 
NW district manager 
Social Security Administration 
A person w'ho is hired to do farm 
or other agricultural work can gen­ 
erally tell whether his cash wages 
count toward his social 
security. 
How'ever, a farm owrner has sever­ 
al things to consider before he can 
tell whether his earnings can be 
counted. 
For instance, the mere owner­ 
ship of farm property does 
not 
mean that your net earnings from 
the property can be credited 
to 
your social security account. It is 
necessary that you actually engage 
in the operation of the farm. This 
you may do alone, or under a part­ 
nership or joint venture arrange­ 
ment. You may operate the farm 
with or without hired help. 


*

* 
IF, AS AN OWNER, lessee, or 
share-farmer you actually engage 
in the operation of the farm, you 
are a self-employed farmer for so­ 
cial security purposes, and your 
net earnings of $400 or more in a 
year for any year after 1954 can 
be credited to your social security 
account. 
On the other hand, if you own a 
farm but rent it out on cash or 
share-crop r e n t a l arrangement, 
your income from that source can­ 
not be counted as self-employment 
earnings for social security 
pur­ 
poses. In such cases, the earnings 
the farm owner derived from the 
farm property are considered to be 
rentals from real estate. 
This is 
so. whether the rental is paid to 
lim in cash or in a share of the 
crop. Earnings from the rental of 
real estate of any kind are 
not 
earnings from self-employment for 
social security 
purposes 
(unless 
you are a real estate dealer). 
Of course, you may rent part of 
your farm lands, and actually op­ 
erate other parts of them yourself. 
Your income from that part which 
you yourself operate will count as 
earnings from self-employment.

IF YOU ARE a farm operator 
and 
also have self-employment 
earnings from a non-farm enter­ 
prise covered by the law, the earn­ 
ings from both enterprises up to 
a total of $4,200 in a year can be 
credited to your social security ac­ 
count. For example: if, in addi­ 
tion to operating a farm, you also 
operate a store or filling station 
your combined net earnings from 
both activities can be credited to 
your social security account. 
Moreover, if, in addition to oper­ 
ating a farm, you also work part 
of the year in employment for wag­ 
es, you will get social security 
credit from those earnings too. In 
such cases, the wages will count 
first, and you will report and pay 
the social security self-employment 
tax on only enough of your farm 
earnings to bring the combined to­ 
tal for the year up to $4,200. 
As I said at the beginning of this 
♦article, a farm operator need not 
be a farm owner. 
He may be a 
lessee or a renter or either a cash 
or share of the crop basis. In my 
next article I shall discuss the 
share-farmer as a self-eYnployed 
farmer under social security.

Cleaning Salt Creek 
This leter is in reply to the 
public’s question, “Why does the 
Palatine village board deplete the 
sewer revenue account for clean­ 
ing the (Salt) creek?” 
The funds which the board has 
appropriated to cover the cost of 
dredging Salt creek represent sur­ 
plus funds in the Sewer revenue 
account. These funds have accum­ 
ulated in the account since 1948, 
the year of the last bond issue, de­ 
spite a decrease in rates in 1951. 
If the Salt creek problem did not 
exist and if the present facilities 
were adequate for the present 
population these funds would be 
used for future bond retirement 
and depreciation reserve require­ 
ments of the account and the 
board could consider reducing the 
rates. 
* * * 
THE CREEK must be dredged 
to create a deeper channel and 
make it a flowing stream again. 
It is now a stagnant pool of water, 
contaminatied and is a breeding 
ground for mosquitos and rats. The 
dredging is not a project to pro­ 
vide for future facilities as much 
as it is to correct a situation 
w'hich has been developing for 
years. 
The fact that a surplus has ac­ 
cumulated in the sewer revenue 
account, of course, means that 
sew'er rental rates have been too 
high. Therefore, I’ll pose another 
question: “Why aren’t rates re­ 
duced now so that the surplus will 
not continue to accumulate?” 
The answer is, that our present 
disposal facilities with the minor 
expansion we have planned will 
be adequate for the present popu­ 
lation for the next two or three 
years. This expansion will be fi­ 
nanced by sew'er revenue. 
* 
* 
* 
WHEN THE LIMIT of the ex­ 
panded facilities is reached, in two 
or three years, then the board 
must decide to (I) float a bond 
issue for an additional disposal 
plant or (2) petition for annexa­ 
tion to the Chicago sanitary dis­ 
trict. Until the planned expansion 
of existing facilities is completed, 
the finance committee will not re­ 
commend a rate reduction.

If 
it kept just even, it w’ould be far 
behind the national average, which 
showed nearly a 100% increase in 
all of the other 48. some as high 
as 400%, so the opportunity there 
seems to be in better roads upon 
w'hich to leave.

W’E FORTUNATE mortals liv­

THE EXPERIMENT was run for 
various periods between Decem­ 
ber, 1953, and April, 1954, in a gro­ 
cery store in Champaign. The “fat" 
and “lean” chops were displayed 
side by side in a regular self-serv­ 
ice meat box. 
Even at IO cents a pound more, 
consumers bought 
2 
lean 
pork 
chops to each fat one. 
When the 
premium for lean chops was raised 
to 18 cents, they bought just as 
many lean ones as fat ones.

THE LEAN CHOPS were usually 
labeled “extra lean chops.” 
The 
amount of fat trimmed off the edge 
of the lean was usually the same 
for both lean and fat chops. 
The 
difference was in the larger “eye ’ 


of the loin and in the amount of 
fat intermingled with 
the- lean, 
from where it couldn’t be trimmed. 
The demand for pork has been 
dropping, Bicket adds. Today con­ 
sumers rate beef over pork. In the 
past consumers spent about $3 for 
pork to $2 for beef. Now' it’s just 
the opposite. 
If we can sell more hogs at 
a 
better price by giving consumers 
leaner pork, then we had better do 
it, Bicket concludes.

Hog Prices Lowest 
In 9 Years Here 


Last week began with prices of 
live hogs in Chicago a bare cent 
a pound above the postwar low of 
16 cents reached in 1946. For July 
or August, it was a nine-year low. 
There were two reasons for the 
low quotation. First, pig popula­ 
tion is high; even in this bet wee n- 
season period some farmers have 
more hogs than they wish to carry 
on their acreage, especially since 
the Midwest drought is drying up 
farm supplies of water. Second, 
the hot weather that accompan­ 
ies the drought is choking off de­ 
mand; few of us associate a de­

and 
gravy with 
the 
weather 
we’ve 
been having. 
While cooler weather will bring 
an upsurge in demand, this fall’s 
expected big corn crop will finish 
off more hogs for market, too. 
Hence prices are expected to dip 
to perhaps 15 cents by October. 
Cattle prices are low, too. Good 
steers, fattened in Corn Belt feed­ 
lots, can be had for 23 cents a 
pound on the hoof.

Leaf roll is appearing on toma­ 
toes in some areas.

Some plants may lose up to 
1/3 of their leaves which will re­ 
duce yield and quality of fruit. 
Poor fruit set may be observed 
on peppers and

tomatoes,

Poultry

HEAVY RANGE weapons hurl 
millions of tons of dust-fine debris 


to extreme altitude where it is 
caught in fast windstreams and 
blown long distances before it re­ 
turns to earth. 
The pattern of fall generally is 
roughly cigar-shaped, with varied 
intensity in the area so that some 
p l a c e s will be 
“hotter” than 
others. Evacuation may be neces­ 
sary from these places.

At the earliest time that it is 
safe to venture outside, it would 
be wise to get a ladder and wash 
off the roof.

RADIOACTIVITY is

likely to have significant effect on 
the water supply of an average 
farm that draws from a typical 
c o v e r e d well.

Radiological 
contamination

the ground can he made far less 
harmful by plowing it under. This 
might well be done around the 
house and

buildings, 
and 
ground that will be used for hu­ 
man or animal occupancy. 
The earth cover resulting from 
plowing 
will 
reduce 
radiation, 
FCDA reports.* *

STORED GRAIN that has any 
decent kind of cover to protect 
it from radioactive particles from 
the fallout should be usable for 
animal or human food or for seed. 
If the grain were not protected 
from fallout, it would be necesary 
to wait for several days until the 
radiation lessens. More informa­ 
tion is still needed on the effect 
of radiation on grain planted in 
contaminated ground, as to what 
it does to growing plants, or its 
effects on humans or animals who 
eat those plants. 
Available 
knowledge 
indicates, 
however, that the average farmer 
and rancher, warned of approach­ 
ing fallout, should be pretty well 
able to survive it, preserve his 
domestic animals, and go on living 
and farming.

FARMERS LIVING near cities 
might be asked for personal res­ 
cue service, as would every able­ 
bodied man within 
an 
effective 
distance of a 
bombed 
city. 
Farmers would be called on to 
farm with efficiency and ability 
such as perhaps they’ve never had 
to practice before, because FCDA 
believes that the recovery of this 
nation from an all-out nuclear at­ 
tack must come in important de­ 
gree from the rural areas. 
Most of the nation’s cities will 
be prime targets, and most of the 
strength for restoration must come 
from the farms and ranches. (FM

Death Rate Down 


Although the number of Ameri­ 
can workers has increased nearly 
50 per cent since the depression 
year of 1933, the number of work­ 
ers killed on the job has gone down. 
According to the 1955 edition of 
the National Safety Council’s sta­ 


tistical yearbook, 
" A c c i d e n t 
Facts,” just off the press, there 
were 14,000 workers killed on the 
job in 1954. 
In 1933, with a much 
smaller w->rk force, the number 
was 14,500. 
The council noted that 1954 was 
the 8th consecutive year in which 
the accident frequency rate of its 
industrial members has been 
re­ 
duced.
